CENSUS PRESENTATION

Thomas Zins informed the Township about the importance of all residents filling out the 2020 Census.

e The results will determine funding the Township will receive.

e Mansfield Township and Hackettstown are considered low-response areas where 23% don’t respond.

e Response can be made online, by phone, and a small area of western Mansfield will be able to respond
by mail due to Internet connectivity.

e Mansfield also has a low response for census jobs. These temporary jobs pay $21.00 per hour and 58
cents per mile.

e Mr. Zins asked the Committee to let residents know the importance of responding.

e He offered to work together with the Committee to get all residents counted.

e He asked the Township to set up a Local Complete Count Committee. Anyone can be on the local
committee.

e Mr. Zins’ colleague, MaryJo, stated that for every person not counted, a $20,000 per person over 20
years decrease in funding will occur which will result in a lot of money lost.

e Different types of materials can be provided to the Township to help promote response.

CLERK’S REPORT

Street Light — Ms. Hrebenak has received requests from residents in the new development for a street light to be
placed on Route 57. She reached out to NJ DOT to find out what is needed and who would pay for it. She is
awaiting a response and will let the Committee know when she receives it.

Website —The new site is ready, but the hosting company can’t accommodate it which makes it slower. A new
website hosting company is needed to handle the site. Our current hosting company will not refund the money
we have already paid because we are renewed until 2022. The difference in price between the two is $2.00;
instead of paying $6.95 per month we will be paying $8.

Email Host — We are presently paying $400.00 for our domain name. There are cheaper hosts that can be
combined with the website hosting company for less money.

Mrs. Mora Dillon spoke with Ms. Hrebenak about this situation. The website designer should have asked about
the kind of hosting system we had before he built it. Mrs. Mora Dillon suggested that if we have to upgrade our
hosting company to comply with the new site, we should deduct the amount of money from the website builder
that we are going to lose.

Mayor Watters asked when the website could go live. Ms. Hrebenak stated she can upgrade the server by
Friday. Mrs. Mora Dillon asked Ms. Hrebenak to inform the website builder about the money deduction from
his fee.

TREX Bench — We successfully reached the 500 Ibs. of plastic required for a free bench. Correspondence was
in the Committee Packet with color choices for the Committee to vote on. The Green Team’s suggestion is to
place this first bench in front of the Municipal Building to replace the weathered, wooden one that is causing
rust on the cement. Mrs. Mora Dillon suggested the Green Team pick out the color since they worked hard with
the plastic collection. With what we have stored already, we another 500 Ibs. collected for another bench. Mrs.
Mora Dillon suggested plaques be put on the benches to honor people in the Township. Mrs. Fascenelli picked
up a plastic collection at Borealis today and came back with an SUV filled with bags.

Irish Meadows — Mrs. Fascenelli reported that she and Mr. Kastrud met with the owners. A copy of the minutes
from that meeting is in the Committee Packet. Mr. Kastrud explained it was the old Columbia Too property.
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They are slowly cleaning it and are on their way to becoming a Class B Recycling Facility. They discussed what
permits were necessary. Mrs. Fascenelli feels it will benefit the Township, but we will have to keep on top of
what they plan to do. She and Mr. Kastrud will continue to have meetings with them and will update the
Committee with those results.

SWAC Meeting — Mrs. Fascenelli and Mayor Watters attended the meeting. There are still ongoing issues with
the landfill and what Warren County can’t take into the landfill. It’s still on an attorney review. Sanico advised
that recycling is $125 and garbage is $65. They are trying to do things to make it better. All companies are
saying it will take years to recover and they are going to have to start opening plants in the United States to start
processing recyclables. Mayor Watters added that it will probably fill up if things don’t go smoothly on the
opening with the expansion. Most of our garbage is not going there. Regular household garbage is getting
trucked out and they are accepting construction debris from other municipalities and not taking our regular
garbage — it’s all part of the legal wrangling going on with the facility. Mr. Lavery stated that Covanta has an
exclusive contract for Type 10 refuse. Due to the differences among the various entities, Covanta won’t allow
the landfill to take the Type 10. Most municipalities are going over to Hunterdon and Pennsylvania.

PUBLIC PORTION

Mike Ward, Ryan Homes on Rt. 57. For over a year, the residents of the Meadows have asked the developers
for a street light by the entrance to their development, but nothing has happened. It is a safety issue. The
residents are not happy with the developer. They would like the light on Route 57. Mayor Watters stated the
State has to be petitioned because it’s a State highway.

Another resident from Ryan Homes stated that light pole #BT1086MV on Highway 57 across from the entrance
of Ryan Homes is where the residents would like the street light. As of now, 43 homes are in the development,
and all residents are concerned about their safety when making a left turn into the development entrance. Ms.
Hrebenak will contact the state about the street light.

Mayor Watters asked for more comments from the public; seeing none, the public portion was closed.

Support for the Celebration of the 100th Anniversary of Women'’s Suffrage

WHEREAS, the year 2020 marks the 100th anniversary of the ratification of the 19th Amendment to the United States
Constitution, guaranteeing and protecting women’s right to vote; and

WHEREAS, this centennial offers an opportunity to commemorate a milestone of democracy; that the right of citizens of
the United States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the federal or state governments on account of gender; and

WHEREAS, New Jersey has had a long, storied history in the suffrage movement with New Jersey women playing a
crucial role in pursing the rights of women to vote; and

WHEREAS, in 1776 women property owners were enfranchised under the New Jersey State Constitution, which was
unique in the nation at the time. However, in 1807, the New Jersey Legislature eliminated the property requirement for
voting rights and limited the ballot to white males; and

WHEREAS, in 1867 New Jersey residents Lucy Stone and Harry Blackwell organized the New Jersey Woman Suffrage
Association (NJWSA), devoted to gaining women’s suffrage; and

WHEREAS, in 1909 New Jersey’s first open air suffrage rallies were held in Orange and Newark, led by Dr. Emma O.
Gantz and Martha Klatshchken with NJWSA collecting 5,000 signatures for a petition in support of the federal
amendment guaranteeing and protecting women’s constitutional right to vote; and

WHEREAS, although the 1912 state referendum on woman’s suffrage was soundly defeated in the New Jersey
Legislature a corner was turned for the New Jersey suffrage movement; and

WHEREAS, in 1913 an automobile rally led by “General” Rosalie Jones traveled through New Jersey on the way to
Washington, D.C., in a Suffrage Parade of over 8,000 marchers with many New Jersey women including event organizer
Alice Paul; and

WHEREAS, in 1915 a second suffrage constitutional referendum was pursued in New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania,
and Massachusetts with active campaigns by many suffrage organizations, including the “Passing of the Torch of Liberty”
via tug boats on the Hudson River from New York to New Jersey, but was defeated in all four states October 1915; and

WHEREAS, in 1917 New Jersey suffragists Allison Turnbull Hopkins, Julia Hulburt, Beatrice Reynolds Kinkead, and Minnie
D. Abbott picketed in front of the White House as part of the Silent Sentinels and subsequently were arrested and
imprisoned; and

WHEREAS, on June 4, 1919 Congress passed the 19th Amendment guaranteeing all American women the right to vote;
and

WHEREAS, on February 9, 1920, New Jersey became the 29th state to ratify the 19th Amendment granting women the
right to vote; and
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WHEREAS, shortly after the ratification of the 19th Amendment Margaret Laird and Jennie Van Ness were the first two
women elected to the New Jersey Assembly in 1921 and in 1925 Rebecca Estelle Bourgeois Winston of Estell Manor was
New Jersey’s first woman mayor;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, in honor of the 100th Anniversary of the Ratification of the 19th Amendment the
Township of Mansfield, Warren County, will light the municipal building in purple, one of the colors of the New Jersey
Suffrage movement, for the week of February 10; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Township of Mansfield, Warren County, supports the efforts of New Jersey’s
Suffrage Centennial NJ Women Vote and strongly encourages local celebrations of this historic milestone; and
